H’, G, Dun & Co.'s Weekly Heview—Little
lmprovemont—Itsducel Sales of Amer-
lean Wools Even at the Low Price
Renchaed In Anticipation of Fran Wool.
New Youx, Oct, 26.—R. G, Dun & Co.'s
weekly review of trade, which issues to-
morrow, will say:
Engrasiing political excitement in
many of the stales causes a natoral
slackening in some kind of busineas,
But on the whole bnainess indications
aro rather more lavorable than they
were a woek opo, Cold exports have
consed. Quite a number of mills have
gone into operation, und the demand
lor products, ii not equal to that of pros-
pemmiyanu. ia better than it has been
most of the time this year.
e prices of farm prodacts do not
improve much, and thore aro still some
striken to resist reduction of wages, so
that the purchngiug power of the peo-
plo cannot have matorially increased,
but thers is more hopeful apirit which
Emmpu greater activity. On theother
and, tho record of past transactiona is
somewhat lesa favorable than of late.
Payments throngh the principal clear-
ing housea throughout the country
ghows o decronse of L2 per cent com-
glrml with lnst year and adecreaso of
21.0 per eont ecompared with the same
weel in 1802, the decrease for four weoks
belng 20.8 per cent.
The wheat market is a quarter lower
and nothing appeara to justi{y any im-
portant change, Corn is higher with-
‘onut any very clear renson and it ls note-
worthy that at the same time pork is
76 lower; lard 35¢c per 100 pounds and
hogs 40c lower.
In iron and steel the west shows
weakness, while tho eastern markets
show mora encouragement. Nothing of
consequence is doing in rails, the de-
liveries for the yoar to October 1, being
onjy 150,000 tons, much befow ordinary
requircmonts for repewals alone. In
stractural work some moderate con-
tracts ure reported, but bar iron is ex-
tremely dull, and it ia stated that the
low prices roported last week, 95¢ lor
jron and $1forsteel, have boen shaded
in some transactions, There is docline
in wire, 1 80 being quoted for galvan-
izod barbed and $2250 for wire roda.
Theo best fostares is that the heavy lu-
croase in the loutput of pig does not
poom to overload the markotand there
ara rather loss signe of presaure to sell
than of Inte.
